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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The deletion of a significant portion of the independent claims constitutes a new issue at this point that was 
never argued previously. Also, it would change the rejection as applied. Since the case is under final rejection, prosecution would have to 
be reopened based on arguments being made for the first time when the case was already under final rejection. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant is now arguing that the structure equivalent to the instant holding plate is not movable laterally relative 
to the structure equivalent to the mounting plate. However, this is not persuasive. While Harper does disclose that the picoactuators 
control the lateral movement of the stampers, the stampers are shown as being recessed beneath the surface of the holding plate 
structures. Hence, the picoactuators must move the holding plate structures laterally-relative to the mounting plates- to move the 
stampers themselves. Note also that the picoactuators are shown as being attached to the holding plates in Figure 4, not the stampers. 
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
